TALK OF CONSUMPTIVES. 


Texas Doctor Said States Should Care 
For Indigent Ones. 
Now York. Nov. 17.—A discussion 
of state and municipal 
sanitariums 
opened the final session of the Amer­ 
ican Congress on Tuberculosis at H o­ 
tel Astoria. 
Dr. D. M. Smith of Aus­ 
tin, Tex., declared that every stat* 
should have municipal institutions for 
the care of indigent consumptives un­ 
til they could be cared for in a state 
sanitarium. 
Dr. C. M. Amende of New York said 
that some provision should be made 
for assisting indigent consumptives 
to get into the country where they 
should be in the open air. 
“If there 
was another man who was as crazy 
en the subject of consumption as Mr. 
Carnegie is on the subject of libraries,” 
said Dr. Amende 
"much inikht bo ac- 
I complished.’’ 
Dr. George Tabor, state health offi- 
I cer of Texas, and Dr. Irion, president 
i of the Louisiana state board of health, 
discussed the treatm ent of tuberculo- 
j sis among negroes.

Resolutions adopted recited the be- 
i lief that “It is the imperative duty 
i of all civilised governments to take 
I Immediate action for the arrest of the 
] spread of this scourge, and so far as 
lies within the power of sanitary sci­ 
ence and human endeavor to eradi­ 
cate it; and, further, that it Is the 
sense of this congress that every gov­ 
ernment should appoint a commission­ 
er of the public health, with a seat 
in the cabinet, and give adequate nu- 
j thority to aecomplish the desired ends 
, in suppressing tuberculosis."

! and enforce a code of regulations for 
I the prevention of the ravages of the 
• fatal scourge.
